JENKINS STILL CHAMPION.

Frank Erne would have indicated the posses- 
sion of much wisdom had he adhered to his origina} 
intention to retire after Terry McGovern defeated him 
in New York city two years ago. The surprise which 
he encountered on that occasion might have convinced 
him that his usefulness as a fighter was impaired, and 
that he could hardly expect to cope successfully with 
the younger element of fighters now engaged In mak- 
ing ring history. In the halcyon days of his career Erne, 
himself, was conspicuous in adding a few pages to 
fistiana. He represented the new school of pugilism, 
contemporaneous with Jim Corbett and ‘Kid’ Mc- 
Coy. He fulfilled the expectations of his admirers, 
who contended that it was possible for a man to be a 
pugilist and a gentleman. Erne was both. He enjoyed 
the distinction of being one of the most finished boxers 
ever seen in the ring, combining with the ability to dis- 
play science the ability to take and give punishment. 
His record of victories is along and enviable one, and 
his acquisition of the lightweight championship title 
was due to a succession of brilliant ring achievements, 
but—— :
